In that event, the engine may be 
run at an average speed with the 
spark slightly retarded The car 
should be stopped and the adjustment 
screw on the carburetor turned until 
there is popping in the carburetor 
The screw should be turned back 
slightly and the car driven again 

If, under load. the engine runs 
smoothly at this adjustment, the mix- 
ture is right for the conditions of 
weather and atmosphere prevailing at 
the time.

For Jong, speedy drives the car- 
buretor may be adjusted for even a 
leaner mixture than is required for 
city driving. For after the engine has 
heated up considerably very little gas 
is required to keep it going at top

At high altitudes, the mixture must 
be still leaner because of the decreas- 
ing supply of air 

The whole secret lies in the proper 
proportion of fuel to air. In winter, 
the proportion favors the fuel because 
of the harder task to keep the engine 
warm. 

In summer, more air is needed in 
proportion to fuel because of the ten- 
dency to overheat

Gen. Ross Thinks That 
Branch of Militia is 
Overlooked

OTTAWA, Ont, May 31—-More sub- 
stantial assistance should be given by 
the government to the maintenance 
of non-payment militia units, Gen. 
A E. Rosas (Cons, Kingston) told the 
house of commons Friday when the 
estimates for the department of na- 
tional defence were under considera- 
tion. He pointed out that there had 
been an increase in the appropriations 
for the militia of $2,000. since 1926 
and thought some of this should have 
been spent to assist in keeping the 
local units on their feet, 

Practically all the militia officers, 
he pointed out, and in many cases the 
non-commissioned officers and men 
pooled their pay in the regimental 
funds. In some cases they actually 
made contributions in order to keep 
up the standard of the service. 

 gtirreey for militia services 
totalling $11061,800. and for naval 
services amounting to $3.600,000, were 
passed. In addilion the committee 
voted sums for aviation, radio services 
in connection with the department of 
national defence. and ba‘tlefields 
memorials, as well as a number of 
amounts in the supplementary est- 
mates.” 

The increased expenditures on the 
non-permanent force had largely been 
taken up by the larger number of men 
who were going to camp each year 
and the longer period of training said 
hon. J. L. Ralston, minister of nas 
tional defence.

Where 
Major Mohideen obtained the jewel 
and upon what he bases his claims 
to its veracity constitute a secret. H¢ 
refuses to discuss the subject with 
any but a prospective purchaser and 
will not even show the gem to others. 
A picture of the treasure shows it 
to be pear-shaped. It is said that 
its luster is such that it providés a 
mirror for one’s whole face.

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In a previous issue @is been presented some 
of the earlier life and adventures of Eatna 
Klengenberg Bolt, one of the most picturesque and 
remarkable women the Arctic has ever known. 
Eatna, daughter of Captain Christian Kiengenberg, 
dean of Canadian fur traders, and of his full- 
blooded Eskimo wife, is at present recovering from 
a serious illness in Vancouver Her visit there is 
the first time she has seen civilization in the thirty- 
four years of her amazing life. Eatna was still « 
girl in her teens when the following incidents oc- 
curred. 


ATNA has shot many a bear, some in self- 

defence and some for food, but never for 

the mere sport of killing. Her most mem- 
orable encounter with the polar breed was 
sponsored by dire necessity. The Klengenbergs 
for weeks had been cruising from Cape Parry 
to the Coppermine in a ramshackle flat-bot- 
tomed scow, searching for suitable hunting 
grounds and finding none. Supplies had run 
low, in fact the captain had just thrown a 
few seal-skin moccasins into the family pot to 
be boiled and softened to a state of edibility! 
It was with elation, therefore, that as they ran 
ashore late one afternoon Eatna announced 
the presence of polar bear tracks within a few 
yards of the prow of the boat. 

Her handiest weapon was a shot gun, sawed 
off where the barrel had warped from long 
usage. Snatching also a handful of shells, she 
started to trail her quarry over the frozen 
ridges which stretched like miniature moun- 
tains along the coast. Snow was falling and 
the freshness of the tracks showed the bear to 
be not far in front, though in the gathering 
dusk and against the white background he 
could not as yet be seen. 

The going was rough. There was no path, 
no sure footing; only the endless succession of

: By now the snow had stopped and some stgrs 
came out, shedding sufficient light to show the 
tracks, but not enough for sight of the animal 
itself. Once or twice Eatna thought she 
glimpsed a white moving form, and each time 
fired quickly without knowing the result. 

For two hours more (they seemed like cen- 
turies) she kept on. Suddenly her heart beat 
faster, for close in front she could hear the 
huge wounded hulk, scrambling over obstacles 
and fighting his way forward, driven by fear, 
but growing leaden-footed from weakness. 
Soon he was in full view some thirty yards 
ahead. Flinging her own fina! breath into it, 
she closed in. The desperate brute swung 
round. There he stood, swaying in terror and 
excitement, with outstretched paws awaiting 
her last assault. At six yards Eatna paused 
and aimed with deadly deliberation, The first 
shot brought down her adversary in a crumpled, 
moaning mass. Rushing in till the barrel 
touched him, she put him out of pain. And 
then, for the final frame in this primeval 
scenario, she herself collapsed exhausted be- 
side him, 

After a rest Eatna turned on the long trek 
back, arriving at the ship's edge and deliver- 
ing the good news at midnight, just six hours 
efter she had started out. 

Eatna and her kind may kil! their meat, as 
we do cattle, but they avoid wanton destruc- 
tion.

Eatna had 150 pounds of meat fastened in 
bags on her shoulders. Little Andrew trotted 
bravely alongside, bearing his own small load. 
It was a ten-mile journey and the route lay 
over rocks, snow banks, slush, mud and treach- 
erous shell ice. Worse still, a stinging sleet 
began to fall. Inside two hours Eatna and the 
child were bruised, soaking wet, worn ovt and 
chilled to the bone. Barely could the little fel- 
low hold back his tears. Eatna, though suf- 
fering severely herself, helped him over the 
harder spots and cheered him on. Even the 
dogs, among the toughest known, showed signs 
of slumping under the strain and had to be 
urged every moment of the way. 

It would have been easy to drop part of 
the load and ease their aches. Or they might 
have chosen a sheltered spot, stopped for the 
night, and continued at dawn. But with Eatna 
2 goa! once decided on was as good as reached. 
So at length they staggered into camp, a piti- 
ful group, too weak for words, the boy numbed 
even beyond whimpering, the dogs ready to 
drop in their tracks, all of them more dead 
than alive, but with the entire supply of meat 
still in their possession. 

It is the fashion nowadays to discredit all 
wolf stories. While even the bold northern) 
wolf rarely, perhaps never, actually attacks a 
man, his true habits and character as a flesh- | 
eater have been generally misunderstood, and 
his courage under-estimated. Eatna herself has 
shot a good many wolves at long and short, 
range, and was brought up to regard them 
rather with contempt. But once in the vicinity | 
ot Franklin bay she came to as unpleasantly | 
close quarters with wolves as an unarmed per- 
son could care to be. The captain had run his 
scow ashore only to discover that he had landed | 
five miles beyond the cache he was seeking, 
and as always when in a tight fix he sent 
Eatna and Pat with a five-dog sled a distance 
of several miles along the shore and back in- 
land 6 piece to get traps, food, ammunition and 
rifles which had been left in a certain place. 

A short way out on their journey the lit-| 
tle party heard the familiar how! of wolves on 
the hunt, and soon thereafter observed a pack 
of seven drawing round them in ever-narrow- 
ing circles, Eatna counted two adults and five | 
young. The latter were evidently being given 
a lesson in the arts of the chase, with Eatna, 
Pat and the dogs as victims. Having no rifle 
the boy and girl quickened their pace and pick- 
ed up the heaviest sticks they could find. But! 
it was obvious the wolves not only realized the 
absence of fire arms but noticed the youthful- 
ness of their enemy and were rendered un- 
upually daring by hunger. Presently the whole) 
seven hed drewn in to within # few yards of | 
the caravan and while continuing for the most | 
part just out of reach of the children’s clubs, 
kept circling round and springing in from sev- 
eral sides at once, snarling, baring their fangs, 
and nipping at the dogs’ legs.

Caught in a Blizzard 


UT neither wolf nor bear nor any other liv-| 

ing thing in those harsh regions is so dan- 
gerous an enemy as cature itself in its violent 
moods, Many times has Eatna been overtaken 
by an arctic blizzard, but the following experi- 
ence is etched most sharply in her memory, be- 
ing one of the earliest and severest. 

The Klengenbergs had established a winter 
camp at Tom Cod bay, on a-bleak peninsula 
which juts into the western arctic and catches 
the force of every coastwise gale. Food had 
run lew, but 20 miles eastward, on the oppo- 
site shore of the peninsula, the captain had 
cached the year before a supply of meat, and 
this, it was now decided, must be secured. 
Eatna, then sixteen, volunteered to make the 
journey with two dogs, a sled, and her younger 
brother Pat. 

It was delightfully bright crisp zero weather | 
when the yourigsters started. They would reach | 
the cache that night, they figured, and if the) 
stars shone bright, would be home almost be-| 
fore the dawn of the morrow. 

“Lose themselves?” as the captain gave; 
final instructions. Eatna was mildly derisive. | 
In her own eager confidence she was already | 
almost there and back. True, they would pass 
no human habitation. But had she not a year | 
ago visited the very place? Gaily they mushed | 
forth. | 

The sun slowly mounted, and miles of snowy | 
waste lay behind their tireless feet. At mid- 
day they rested briefly and ate, then set their 
taces toward the uplands where the goihg grew 
rougher, Eetna was measuring sharply with | 
her eye surrounding slopes and contours, for | 
there were no landmarks to guide them.

Huddling together they took counsel 
ae well as they could above the roaring blast. 
Little Pat and the huskies instinctively bowed | 
in such an emergency to the leadership of the 
girl. Scarcely able to make her voice heard, 
she nevertheless indicated that this present 
place was impossible to stop and camp in. They

soft fresh snow; their bodies pressing back full 
weight, Twenty minutes more... almost at 
the top... refuge within grasp. . . courage! 
Thus Eatna urged them. | 

But what, of a sudden, has come over the 
dogs? They have halted in their traces, and 
are baulking quite stubbornly, sniffing, whin- 
ing and begging not to be driven forward. 

For Eatna’s two faithful huskies such be-— 
havior was strange. Some danger ahead? It 
was too dark to see more than a foot or two 
in advance. Cautiously Eatna explored, edging 
each foot forward an igch at a time. 

Solid ground ended. In front, a complete 
void. Dropping to all fours she probed with | 
her hands what appeared to be a‘ deep crevice, 
hoping to find a way about it a few yards to 
either right or left. So far as she knew they 
might be at the brink of a cliff. Or the ob- 
stacle might merely be a shallow trench.

No sooner had they crawled, | 
utterly spent, into their little house than a par- 
ticularly violent gust caught at a loose corner 
of the seal-skin roof, Skin and snowshoes were 
ripped clean off and went soaring away, while | 
a deluge of fresh snow descended, half smoth- |

ering the pair, who however soon shook them- | 
selves free and floundered out in pursuit of 
the errant roof, which was not too quickly re- 
covered in the pitch dark.

Each admitted 
to being soaking wet, within their skin gar- 
ments; freezing cold, if not already bitten wigh 
frost; pierced with pain; numb, sore, utterly 
weary, and ravenously hungry. 

While they had no change of clothes, they 
might, in an ordinary igloo, have stretched 
themselves out, removed their wet apparel, dried 
it over the lamp, rubbed their frost-bitten ex- 
tremities, and made themselves at least a lit- 
tle comfortable, But this igloo was barely large 
enough to cover the two of them, crouching low 
and huddled inextricably together. How they | 
ever managed to set up their soapstone lamp, | 
boil water, cook or at least soften into edibil- | 
ity some chunks of raw meat, Eatna still won- 
ders, Yet dire need is an amazing task master, | 
and in a few hours they had silenced their most 
urgent discomforts sufficiently to sleep. 

Deep sleep was impossible. Not only were 
their limbs still throbbing too painfully, but 
Eatna’s alert brain concerned itself over the | 
safety of the dogs without. Under such con-| 
ditions the poor brutes were in danger of lying | 
down in the snow, dozing off and enjoying the | 
sweet oblivion of freezing to death. Deprived 
of their dogs, the plight of the coyple would | 
have been so much the graver. It was vital | 
to keep the huskies astir in spite of their | 
fatigue. Accordingly Eatna shouted to them | 
every quarter hour and continued shouting un- | 
til she was rewarded by hearing them rise, and 
take a few stiff turns on the igloo’s roof. So/| 
long as they responded to her voice she knew 
they were alive. | 

Dawn came at last-—a flicker of gray light | 
percolating through the enveloping snow, which | 
fell endlessly, still scudding before the bitter) 
gale. The wind's foree was no whit abated, 

It seemed as if w second deluge had descend- 
ed on the world, this time in snow instead of | 
rain, Literally, terrifyingly, incredibly as time 
went on, this appeared to the youthful souls to

But the storm did not abate, at least not 
enough for them in their weakened condition 
to take the trail against it. There was a pos- 
sibility that the captain would come and look 
for them with a fresh team of dogs, though 
the chance of his ever finding them was too 
slight to count on. 

Meanwhile rations ran out. The children’s 
food, intended for a 24-hour journey, was from 
the first carefully measured and hoarded. But 
at last it vanished. The situation was des- 
perate. 

On the eighth morning the weather improv-

strength to walk. But to remain a few days 
longer meant downright starvation. Besides, 
the dogs still had a little pulling power. Eatna 
and Pat could take a turn resting on the sled 
now and then. 

They set forth. All the aches and bruises 
of a week ago were intensified by their en- 
It was a wracking march.

been idle. At the first possible moment he had 
hooked in and driven off in anxious search, A 
few miles out from the Klengenberg encamp- 
ment he had sighted the dogs and soon there- 
after came upon the children. 

Without any storm to impede her, the dis- 
tance which this girl could cover in a forced 
march was incredible. Hooking in her dogs at 
3 am. and pushing off into the wilderness 
with or without the stars to guide her, she 
would mush for eight unbroken hours, on foot 
nearly all the time to save the huskies; then 
after a half-hour’s pause for food and tea 
(which luxury began to penetrate into the east- 
ern arctie about 1915), would be off again and 
continue through for an equal period to her 
journey’s end. 

Eatna has thus covered as many as one 
hundred miles in 24 hours. But the supreme 
test came once when her mother was ill, the 
family larder depleted, and it was necessary 
to visit @ cache“One hundred miles away for 
food. Forty-eight hours after leaving camp-— 
just about the time it was believed she would 
have reached the cache-—she strode back into 
the family circle, having completed the two- 
hundred-mile trek inland and return in an ef- 
fort sustained for two whole days and nights.

“cash” are words of the same fam- 
fly group and of the same deriva- 
tion. The head of this family 
group was the dignified old Latin 
word “capere,” meaning ‘‘to take” | 
or “to hold.” From “capere” the | 
Romans formed “capsa,” meaning | 
a chest, a box or a case—some- 
thing intended to “hold” things. 
The word ‘capsa” came into the 
English language through the 
French word ‘“casse.” In English 


The word “cash,” formed from the 
same source, was first used to des- 
ignate a box in which money was 
held, but its use was later trans- 
ferred to the contents of the money 
box. The earlier meaning was then 
@ropped and the word “cash” came 
to be used in the sense of “ready 
money.” “Chase” also came from 
the Latin. Its origin was “cap- 
tare,’ which meant “to catch,” and 
which was a form of “capere,” ‘to 
have or to hold.” It will be seen, 
therefore, that there is a definite 
kinship between “chase” and 
“cash.” The English word “catch” 
came from the same source. An- 
other word not apt to be associated

An Early American 
Explorer 


N these days of daring feats | 
rf on land and sea and in air, | 
when breath-taking flights 
are made into the far reaches 
of the Arctic and Antarctic regions, 
it is not out of the way to give a 
thought to a ploneer adventurer, 
Elisha Kent Kane, whose record of 
daring and achievements are writ- 
ten indelibly in world history. He 
was born in Philadelphia in 1820, 
one hundred and ten years ago, the | 
eldest of seven children. As a boy | 
he showed the adventuresome | 
spirit that later spurred him on to | 
Arctic exploration. He was pat iF 
up to something, much to the! 
younger children's excitement and | 
to his parents’ consternation. } 
One story, typical of his carly 
exploits is frequently told by 
Kane's blographers. When Elisha | 
was about ten years of age he was 
seized with a desire to reach the, 
top of the kitchen chimney tyke 
stood sixteen feet above the roof. | 
As In his later Hfe when he de- | 
elred to reach a set goal he mapped | 
out his course of action and let! 
nothing interfere with his purpose. 
This early exploit was not as 
praiseworthy, perhaps, as the later | 
one, but to the boy’s mind ft! 
loomed in importance and he knew | 
no rest until he had put his plan / 
into execution. Waiting until the | 
family was in bed on the night set | 
for his adventure, he aroused his| 
younger brother who shared his/| 
room and the two proceeded to the | 
roof of the front building and drop- | 
ped themselves upon that of the! 

There lay the clothesline 
with a stone tied securely to one 
end, that Elisha had placed there | 
earlier in the day. ; 
To say that the younger brother | 
Was curious as to what would hap- 
pen would be putting it mildly, but 
Elisha soon enlightened him when 
he explained that he intended to 
throw the stone and the rope into) 
the flue so that it would run down 
into the stove where he would fas- | 
ten it.
